THE RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

Now that the rails are laid on the 
railway extension from Strathcona to 
Edmonton and still the connection 
with the Calgary & Edmonton railway 
has not been made, nor is there evi- 
dence of any attempt at operation into 
Edmonton, it is time for the ques- 
tion io be pojntedly asked if agree- 
ments with Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann 
mean anything. This firm acquired 
the Edmonton, Yukon & Pacific char- 
ter, the successor of the Edmonto> 
district railway company, taking over 
all the franchises and responsibilities 
of that company. The charter extends 
from the junction with the C. & E. 
line south of Strathcona through Ed- 
monton to the Jasper pass, and con~ 
stitutes that part of the proposed Can~ 
adian Northern transcontinental line. 
Three years ago the first fifty miles 
of this line from the C. & E. junction 


westward was bonused at the rate of 
$3,200 a mile. The work which has 


been done between Strathcona and 
Edmontom jgives the company ihe 
bonus for that part of the line and 


holds the bonus for the balance of the 
fifty miles, besides fulfilling the agree- 
ment made with the town of Edmon- 
ton, provided the link between Strath- 
cona and Edmonton were completed 
and. operated. But as long as it is not 
completed ready for operation the 
bonus cannot be secured, and as long 
as it is not opérated the agreement 
with the town has not been fulfilled. 
Until it is operated, so far as actual 
advantage is concerned the link cross- 
ing the river, might as well never have 
been constructed. What the cause of 
delay is can scarcely be conjectured. 
When sc much money has been spent 
it would naturally seem to be to the 
company’s interest io spend the small 
balance necessary to fit the road for 
operation, and thereby become able to 
draw the bonus of some $12,800. And 
once the road is finally completed there 
would seem to be no object in failing 
to operaie. At any raie the operation 
is the essential feature, and, when con- 
struction has been so nearly complei- 
ed excuses don’t count. 

In order that the matter may be 
clearly understcod it may be weil io 
explain just how the C. & E. railway 
to Strathcona is operated. The C. & 
E. company do not own and never did 
own any rolling stock. Ever since the 
rood was built it bas been operated 
by the C. P. R. At first under lease 
for a term of years, and since then, 
up to the present time, under 2 tem, 
porary arrangement. The C. & E. 
therefore cannot operate ithe Edmon- 
ton extension for they do not operate 
their own line. Ii it is to be operated 
it must be either by the C. P. R. who 
now pperate the C. & E. or by Macken- 
zie & Mann; who in order to operate it 
would have to provide rolling stock, or 
at least a locomotive, and an operat- 
ing staff for four miles of line. This 
of course would mean a considerable 
loss and will be avoided by them as 
long as possible. As long as the C. 
P. R. operate the C. & E. they could 
operate the Edmonton extension’ to 
advantaige, and are the only parties 
who could operate it to advantage. 
But they are under no obligation to 
operate it, and may refuse tv do so, 
This is not less likely to be the case 
if, as may be, Mackenzie & Mann are 
dickering for the purchase of the C. 
& E. 


Under all the circumstances it would 
seem likely that the delay in operat- 
ing the extension is because Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann and the C; P. R. 
cannot come to terms, not because of 
any difficulty regarding the extension 
itself but because of other differences. 
If this is the case it would seem. to (be 
a fit subject for the attention of the 
railway committee of the privy coun- 
oil. 

While no excuse can be given for 
Mackenzie & Mann’s delay in com- 
pletion and failure to operaie, if the 
C. P. R. have refused to operate, they 
do not appear in any too favorable a 
light. The operation of the extension 
would be a great cOnvenience io ihe 
public; and inasmuch as it would be a 
convenience it would tend io increase 
traffic, to the profit of the company; 
and it could be operated at a minimum 
of expense.

THE MAIL SERVICE. 
The mail service which has been ac- 


corded by the Calgary and Edmonton 
railway this season is even worse than 
that of last year, with less 
When the first washouts took place 
the whole north country was wilhout a 
mail for some ten days, although 
there were one or more engines north 
of the break and therefore the mail 
could have been taken through by us- 
ing teams to make the connection. 
Even more inexcusable was the 
stance of Friday and Saturday last. 
A slight break had occurred some three 
miles south of Strathcona. When the 
train of Friday night reached that 
point the passengers left the train and 
walked in. Nothing was done about the 
mail. The train returned to Leduc for 
the night and the mail which should 
have reached Edmonton at six o’clock 
on Friday evening, and which might 
have reached here by team not later 
than eight o’clock, did not arrive until 
Saturday afternoon. Saturday’s mail, 
which should have reached here at 8 
o'clock that evening did not arrive un- 
til Sunday afterncon. Wednesday's 
train out reached Calgary all right, 
but Wednesday’s train in could not 
get further norih than Innisfail and 
turned back to Calgary. Thursday’s 
train brought no mail from points east 
of Calgary. 

Admitting that there have been 
troubles on the line owing to bad wea- 
ther, after all allowances have been 
made, the fact remains that although 
the company gets $80,000 a year jor 
carrying the mails they have not used 
reasonable exertions to serve the pub- 
lic. They bave persistently and re- 
peatedly neglected io hire teams when 
teams were necessary, and as well have 
not put on sufficient force to ensure 
repairs to the track being prompily 
made. The government should  ¢er-

Canada tor New Zealanders 


W. O. Bell, a nephew of the vice- 
president of the Consolidated Station- 
ery company, of Wirnipeg, has arriv- 
ed in the city from Dunedin, New 
Zealand. He is not enamored with the 
conditions that prevail in that colony. 
His opinion is that Manitoba excels 
over all other segments cf His Ma- 
jesty’s dominioas. 

This is what he says; 

“The premier, Hon. R.J. Sedov, went 
to South Africa with the tenth con- 
tingent. Nine thousand men went 
{rom New, Zealand. ‘Twenty-‘ive thou- 
sand would have gone if they could 
only get out of the country. I can say 
that there are 25,000 who would 
go if they could get away. 

“Things are very rotten. All the 
best land is gone. The sons of all 
the white people want to get away. 

“Manhood and universa! suffrageis 
a good thing, but white men feel it is 
repulsive to be classed on the same 
footing as colored persons. 

“Australia offered to admit New, 
Zealand into the confederated states, 
The confederation objected to the 
Maoris. The Australian colonies would 
not admit them to equal rights. James 
Carrol, or ‘Yimmy Carrol,’ the na- 
tives cannot pronounce a “J,” is the 
minister of native lands in New Zea- 
land. 

“The govetnient ownership of rail- 
ways does not do justice to the re- 
quirements of ihe country. Auckland, 
the original capital o° tbe colony, and 
Wellington, the present capital, are 
not united by rail. Government control 
of railways does not result in the at- 
tention io the needs of the country 
that is absolutely necessary. There is 
more attention paid to the cries of a 
few tough-lunged orators in a socialis- 
tic country than is done in your coun- 
try. Any man can talk. Ii must be 
the man with interests at stake whose 
voice can he respected. The first per- 
son has nothing io lose; ithe other one 
has much.” 

As a final 
Mr. Bell said; 

“There is now no chance for a young 
man in New Zealand. I am satisfied 
that if the possibilitiesof Manitqba 
were known over there, many—that is 
thousands of them—would come here. 
That is why I am bere. Canada is the 
place for them to come ta.”

Five Cargoes of Oats. 


Victoria Colonist, May 30.— 
It is reporied that Brackman-Ker 
have received from the Imperial gov- 
ernment another order for a third car- 
go of Oats tio be shipped to South Africa 
to feed the cavairy borses of the Brit- 
ish army. Mr. D. R. Ker would not 
confirm nor deny tne report. From, 
other sources it is learned that a third 
cargo has been ordered, making the 
filth up to date to be loaded on this 


coast. Brackman-Ker are are now 
loading the steamer Ganges at Van- 
couver with oats shipped from their 


large elevators at Edmonton, aud the 
steamer Cymbeline, which is discharg- 
ing a cargo of bags and 
jute from Calcutta at San 
Francisco, is to come to the Royal 
Roads shorily for orders before pro- 
ceeding to Vancouver to load. It has 
not beer learned which vessel has been 
secured for the third cargo to be loaded 
by the Victoria firm. The steamer 
Askehail, a 6,000 ton carrier, has been 
chartered to load a cargo of 300,000 
bushels of oats at Portland for the Im- 
perial government. The Askehall left 
Coronel on Saturday for Portland to 
load her cargo for South Agrica. Bal- 
four, Guthrie & Co’s Seattle office have 
sold 2,000 tons of oats to the British 
governmest, which is to be shipped to 
South Africa by sailing vessel, and are 
dickering for the sale of another 590 
tons. An idea of the amount of money 
expended on the Pacific coast for these 
five cargoes can be had when it is 
stated that the amount involved in the 
purchase of the 2,000 tons in Seattle 
was between $60,000 and $75,000. The 
purchase of such a large supply of oats 
has stiffened the price considerably.

MUNICIPAL POWER HOUSE. 
On Tuesday an agreement was ¢ 
pleted between the Robh Engineering 
Co., of Amherst, Nova Scotia, and the 
town of Edmonton, wherein the Robb 
company agrees to supply two Mum- 
ford standard boilers with sieel casing 
and the usual accessories and one Rebb- 
Armstrong 20 in. compound engine of 
300 horse power. The company to sup- 
ply and set up the same ia the corpora- 
tion power house for the sum of 
10,450. : 
The company agrees to furnish at its 
own cost an expert to superintend the 
setting up of the engine and the run- 
ning of the same for a period of fifteen 
days after it is ready to operate. The 
corporation undertakes to repay the 
company the whole cost of removing 
the machinery from the cars at Stratb- 
cona or Edmonton and placing same 
on foundation and for all unskilled 
labor necessary for the setting up of 
the machinery. The company will 
supply the plan of the engine and boil- 
er, showing steam and exhaust piping 
and smoke connection free of charge. 
The corporation to repay the cost of 
moving and of any unskilled labor for 
putting in place. 
The company further agrees to furi- 
ish an expert, to overhaul the 150 
horse power engine now in use, for the 


sum of $5 per day apart from the un- |- 


skilled labor. 

The machinery to be shipped in 
twelve weeks or thereabouts from the 
date of agreement.
